Wo almost reverence Damascus bp- 


ciuiso of its hoary antiquity, and it is 
pjile tho fashion to gusli Over tho 
Jriental magnilieunco to be witnessed 
.hero—especially if this is the only part 
>f tho Orient which you have visited. 
Jut iu point of actual fact the magnili- 
:onco is never seen by passing tourists. 
;t may lurk in tho Jiarems of the 
wealthy, to which access is out of tho 
question, so far as men are concerned. 
.t may linger in the bazaars, but even 
these have lost their Orientalism by 
reason of tho presence of Manchester 
)rints, Lyons silks and fabrics from all 
rho Kuropcan centers. To tho student 
'rcsli from Europe or America Damascus 
night seem vory Oriental; to tho pro- 
fessional touiisL it is ileciiledly luss 
Jriental than hosts of otlior places fur- 
ther cast. 
To neither class can Damas- 


cus appear maguilicont, unless the indi- 
vidual shutsjhis eyes, stillos his cou- 
scienco and deliberately stultiJies him- 
self in order to bo with the iiiojorHy. 
"n fact, lam disappointed in Damascus. 
Thoro may bo magnificence here. I am 
TOO toadmiro tho natural magnificence 
of tho placo. 
I 
am willing also 


,o say that there is a sort of inagiiill- 
cenco of interior; for I havo had several 
glimpses of marble fountains, testelalcd 
javements and spacious Syrian courts. 
Hut thero is nothing that could by any 
extravagance, of speech bo construed 
'iito external magnificence. 
Tins is 


;ven uioro true of the Damascus of to- 
.1 ay than it was of tho Damascus that 
ousted prior to tho awful mussaerc and 
iro of I860. To bo frank, Damascus is 
n sea of muil hovels and plaslor "pal- 
ices," that might easily bo taken, for 
stables, unbroken savo by a score of 
coarso minarets, the crescent-tipped 
dome of tho great mosqno and the for- 
jidding walls of tho "ea.sllc" at tlir 
lorthwcst corner of the city. Even tho 
joasted inosquo, fora glimpse at which 
tlieso modest Moslems ask four dollars, 
mist bo called tawdry when examined 
"in contrast with those supoib inoiui-' 
nonts of Islam which 1 saw in India.—

It will be remembered that at the Oath- 


olio fair at the tabernacle last week a 
handsome gold-headed cane was voted to 
Gen. B. J. Ogleaby by his Irish-Amerioau 
and other enthusiastic Deoatar friends as 
the most popular candidate for governor. 
His opponent waa Hon. Carter Harrison, 
the Democratic nominee.
